Nor’-Wester: The C. P. R. will apoint 
agents in Grand Forks, Grafton and other 
points in Northern Minnesota and Dakota, 
as there promises to be quite a movement 
from these states to the Canadian Northwest 
and British Columbia. 

Gretna correspondent of the Nor’- Wester 
says that J. Henmer witha car of settlers 
efiects for Lacombe, Alberta, passed Gretna 
on April 10th. He is from Doon, Iowa. 
Messrs Bebbee and Randall from the same 
place follow in a few days. 

Edward McBeth, of Prince Albert, has 
been sentenced to three years penitentiary 
for stealing cattle from farmers of the 
Prince Albert district. Adam Dalgliesh 
was sentenced to one year in jail for receiv- 
ing the catule. The stolen cattle are at 
Calgary and will probably be returned to 
their rightful owners. 

Alberta Tribune: The drought stricken 
istricts of Nebraska have sent an appeal to 
California for seed with which to again 
make an effort to place themselves beyond 
the pale of charity. The California legis- 
latare bas determined to make an appeal 
to the farmers of the state to aid their 
suffering brothers in Nebraska. 

Winnipeg Tribune: Mesers. Sage and 
Norlander, who were sent out by the un- 
employed C. P. R. shopmen to look over 
the Edmonton country and select a location 
for the C. P. R. colony, returned Monday. 
They have reported in favor of Lacombe 
neighborhood, and as requested have select- 
ed twelve homesteads for men who will go 
out as soon as the arrangements can be com- 
pleted, probably next week. 

The following are some of the protective 
provisions of the present tariff relating to 
agriculture: Meat, 3 cents per pound; 
mutton and lamb, 35 per cent ad valorem ; 
live hogs, 14 cents per pound; cheese, 3 
cents per pound ; hops, 6 cents per pound ; 
living animals, 30 per cent, ad 
valorem ; canned meats, 25 cents; poultry 
and game, 20 per cent ; eggs are protected 
to the extent of 5 cents per dozen; hay, $2 
per ton; potatoes, 15 cents per bushel. 

James Bannerman, president of the Cal- 
gary board of trade, writes to the Calgary 
Herald regarding agricultural protection. 
He says: ‘“‘A short time ago the present 
prime minister went to Australia for the 
purpose of opening up a market for Cana- 
dian manufactured goods. What are the 
results’ Australian butter sold at 17} cents, 
and Australian mutton at 34 cents per 
pound in Vancouver. What do we get in 
return under this far-seeing policy of our 
most beneficial government. We have the 
privilege of paying $125,000 per annum to 
bonus a line of steamers to enable the 
Massey-Harris manufacturing company to 
sell their agricultural machinery cheaper 
to Australianffarmers than they can to those 
in Alberta, and to enable the Australians 
to captnre our market in the west for butter 
and mutton and that of the east for wools.” 

Prince Albert Advocate: Heretofore 
nearly all sections of the Northwest have 
been represented by government members, 
mere voting machines who supported the 
government when called upon, relegated the 


interests of their constituences to a back 
seat. 


it is not to be expected that a gov- 
ernment located at Ottawa would have very 
much interest in our affairs to the exclusion 
of the greater Canada to the east,and there- 
fore the onus of bringing the Northwest to 
the front falls on the local members. We 
have seen how these members have done so, 
and the people of the Northwest are waking 
up to the fact that we want more than an 
out and out government representation if 
they ever hope to have the country’s inter- 
est brought forward in the manner it 
should be. A member who has the welfare 
of the country at heart and is independent 
enough to support the party who offers to 
do the most for it is the one who will be re- 


turned next election to the exclusion of all 
others.
